Fire about 2 o’clock Tuesday m orn­ 
ing com pletely destroyed the resi­ 
dence of A aron Geisler 
in 
Mount 
P leasant township a mile and a half 
north of Bonneauville 
The blaze was first discovered by 
m em bers of the family 
who 
were 
fortunately awakened before it had 
proceeded very far. When first seen 
it was coming from an out house 
close to the residence and for some 
m inutes the fam ily devoted all their 
energies to confining the flames to 
this sm aller building. 
The fire spread to the house, how­ 
ever, and soon it was doomed. 
So 
rapidly did it burn that it was pos­ 
sible to save only a portion of the con­ 
tents and much of the furniture,cloth­ 
ing and other articles were destroyed. 
The origin of the fire is not definite­ 
ly known. The usual washing had 
been done in tile out-house during 
Monday and there was a fire used 
for this work. It is thought possible 
th at the destructive fire started from 
this, as there was no other known 
cause. 


By a peculiar freak of nature the 
severe wind and rain storm which 
passed over 
Adams 
County 
about 
eight o’clock this morning centered1 
for a fraction of a minute over the 
farm of Emanuel Shindledecker along 
the Chambersburg Pike, 
two 
miles 
from Gettysburg,doing a large amount 
of damage and then passing on its 
way. No damage of consequence was 
reported from any other section of 
the county, and at the farm of Harry 
Stevens, 200 yards from the Shin- 
dledecker home, the influence of the j 
storm was scarcely felt. 
Six telephone poles along the road 
at Shindledecker’s were bent down so 
low as to hinder traffic on the pike. 
A large new barn door was lifted from 
its hangings and carried across the I 
pike where it was broken up so as to 
be beyond repair. Two fences were * 
blown down and a portion of the roof 
of one of the outbuildings was car­ 
ried away. 
Mrs. Shindledecker had gone to the 
barn to close one of the doors when 
the rain started to fall and she nar­ 
rowly eacaped being killed. A swing­ 
ing door missed her by a few inches 
and the wind carried her with con­ 
siderable force against a tree not far 
distant, where she remained slightly 
dazed. 
After creating all this mischief the 
storm passed on and the only other 
damage reported was from telephone 
wires being broken.The Shindledecker 
farm alone was the scene of any cost­ 
ly destruction. Mr. Shindledecker in 
discussing the occurrence, said, 
“ My very closest neighbors escaped 
without any harm at all and the Ktorni 
just teemed to center over my build­ 
ings for a minute or two. Then it 
passed on, leaving damage th at will 
cost me a neat sum to repair. It came 
on with very little warning and was 
gone almost before we knew what was 
happening.”

Arendtsville and Butler township 
continue to have the measles i,.Luation 
as one of their principal topics of 
interest and a vigorous protest has 
arisen over the enforcement of the 
quarantine 
law 
by 
local 
officials 
representing V.e State Department of 
Health.In discussing the question with 
a representative of The Times one of 
the township’s well known citizens 
said, 
“ We do not feel that our side of the 
m atter has been given the publicity 
it deserves and fear that our attitude 
in the m atter is not understood, it 
has been intimated that the people 
of our vicinity are evading the law, 
that they fail to employ a physician 
when needed, and that they cause fur­ 
ther trouble by sending children to j 
schools just as soon as they recover j 
from an attack of the disease. We 
feel that we have a right to protest i 
for a number of reasons. 
I 
“Our residents are not the sort of 
people to act contrary to the law and 
to good judgment. We are informed 
that no ore but a physician can take 
oath as to measles diagnosis and there 
is not a family here who would not 
summon a physician if needed, but 
there is no law to compel us to employ 
one when it is not necessary. 
“tine of our principal objections to j 
the present method of action on the 
part of the health authorities is the 
question of fumigation. It is the prac­ 
tice now to fumigate just one room in 
a house while it is well known that no 
child with measles is kept in one room 
for twenty one days, and consequently 
the fumigation of just one room can 
be of little effect. The work of fumi­ 
gation is not uniform. In one home 
the material has l>een allowed to re­ 
main for five hours, in another only 
twenty minutes. Some of our people 
also claim that they are kept under 
quarantine more than the twenty one 
day period prescribed by law, 
“ It is very true that the feeling in 
the quarantine matter is very keen in 
this vicinity but there is good reason 
for it. The law is thought by practi­ 
cally every person to be more severe 
than necessary and there is much 
objection to the manner in which it is 
being enfored. The feeling here is that 
the officers have been too drastic arid 
that better results could have been ob­ 
tained if a different method of dealing 
with our people had been used ”
